Pursuant to the request of The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (“ULH&P”) and 
in accordance with the Staffs June 23, 2005 notice, an informal conference was held at 
the Commission’s offices on June 30, 2005. A list of the attendees is attached hereto. 

ULH&P presented a general discussion of the merger between its parent holding 
company, Cinergy Corp., with Duke Energy Corporation (“Duke”). ULH&P briefly stated 
that the merger would produce projected total savings of approximately $400 million, but 
indicated that neither the amount of the savings nor a mechanism to flow savings back 
to ratepayers had been finalized. General statistics regarding Cinergy Corp. and Duke 
pre- and post-merger were discussed as shown in the presentation by ULH&P, a copy 
of which is attached hereto. 

The need and timing of regulatory approvals from this Commission and other state and 
federal regulatory agencies were discussed as well. ULH&P anticipates a mid-July filing 
date for the application requesting PSC approval of the merger. The parties briefly 
discussed the amount of time that would be necessary to process this application, but 
no agreement was reached on that issue. Staff indicated that, once the application was 
filed, a procedural schedule would be issued. Any objections to the procedural 
schedule, or requests to extend the time in which the application is to be reviewed, will 
need to be in writing and will be reviewed if and when they are filed.
